Copied by Valley Forge 

Academy.

Plans for a new home and a 
$1,000,000 building program were 
announced this week by the 
Board of Governors of Valley 
Forge Military Academy. They 
provide for construction of the 
entire school group modeled after 
famous historic buildings of 
Colonial times, such as Inde- 
pendence Hall, Congress Hall and 
old City Hall of the Independence 
ence Square group in Philadel- 
phia. 

The Academy was burned out 
of its original home when the 
famous old Devon Inn, at Devon, 
was destroyed by fire in January. 
Since then the cadets, under 
Major Milton G. Baker, superin- 
tendent of the school, have been 
occupying the buildings and 
grounds of what was St. Luke's 
School at Wayne. 

On September 15 the new 
school will be opened in an 
$850,000 group of fireproof build- 
ings, at the intersection of Old 
Eagle School road and Swedes- 
ford road, in Colonial Village, two 
miles north of Wayne, adjoining 
3000 acres of the famous Valley 
Forge State Park. The land was 
purchased from J. Howard Mecke, 
Jr., founder and developer of 
Colonial Village, a residential 
community constructed in strict 
architectural conformity with the 
homes of Colonial times. 

Architects' plans for the build- 
ings have been approved and 
ground will be broken shortly at 
ceremonies to which high Army 
and Navy, as well as other State 
and Federal officials will he in- 
_ ^.Jted 

"■■-TheY school buildings, when 
completed, will form the most un- 
usual group of educational struc- 
tures in the country, comprising 
as they will, duplicates of famous 
historical buildings, known to mil- 
lions throughout the United 
States. 

The main building will be an 
exact duplicate of Independence

A movement is afoot in Merion, 
one of the Main Line's most ex- 
clusive suburbs, to break political- 
ly with Lower Merion Township, 
of which it is a part, and form 
a borough. This information came 
to light recently when question- 
naires were sent out by the group 
agitating the step. 

The questionnaire, signed by 
Clarence E. Hall, an attorney re- 
siding at Zolingerway and Heath 
roads, Merion, bears the following 
statement atits close: "This infor- 
mation is respectfully requested 
for a community which has under 
consideration the advisability of 
incorporating itself as a borough. 
This community covers an area 
of approximately one square mile, 
has 4000 inhabitants, and is now 
part of a township." 

When questioned about this 
step, a township political leader 
said he had first heard of it about 
six months ago and attributed it 
to disgruntled taxpayers. He 
knew of no organization behind it 
and was under the impression that 
it had died a natural death by 
this time. 

The questionnaire, which in- 
cluded 29 comprehensive ques- 
tions about a borough, was sent it 
is believed to all boroughs 
throughout the State. To one of 



the questions, "Do you favor a 
borough form of government?" 
Henry A. Frye, chief Burgess of 
the Borough of Narberth, replied 
"Yes, for a compact community." 
^ It is pointed out that, if the sec- 
tion of Merion which is consider- 
ing incorporating as a borough is 
only one square mile, it would 
most likely be bounded by City 
Line, Bowman avenue, Wynne- 
wood road and Montgomery pike. 
Though it would be compact 
geographically, it would lack 
completely three appendages of 
most self-sufficient communities, 
viz, churches, stores and schools. 
The Merion Public school would 
even be on the wrong side of Bow- 
man avenue to be included, 
granted these to be the boun- 
daries. 

This would also leave the sec- 
tion known as Anthwyn Farms 
out in the cold, since "to include 
it, would make the proposed bor- 
ough's area well over one square 
mile. 

High taxes seem to be the 
motive behind the movement, 
since Merion being highly im- 
proved as regards streets, sewers, 
etc., will now have to watch its 
tax money be diverted to unim- 
proved sections of the township 
in which it has no interest.

Green Likely Choice for Commission Post; 

Enters Petition Signed by 328 Voters 



The two candidates aspiring for 
the General Wayne seat on the 
Board of Lower Merion Township 
Commissioners, last Friday, through 
counsel, submitted their qualifica- 
tions to the Montgomery County 
Court at Norristown. The proceed- 
ing was in the nature of a hearing 
on their petitions for appointment 
to the vacancy. 

W. Russell Green, attorney, of 
Narberth, and W. Powell Pachett, 
of Winding Way section of Mer- 
ion, an official of the Packard Mo- 
torcar Company, are the two men 
who have entered the fight to rep- 
resent the district on the township 
board. 

Mr. Green's petition was filed 
with the County Court early last 
week, while Mr. Pachett took that 
necessary step on March 12. 



Relative strength of the two can- 
didates is evidenced in the number 
of signers on their petitions. Mr. 
Green's papers bore the names of 
328 qualified voters of the district, 
while Mr. Pachett's petitions were 
signed by less than 100 residents, it 
was learned from the record at 
Norristown. 

After the attorneys representing 
the two men had explained the 
rights of their respective clients to 
the position and after scores of wit- 
nesses had been heard for each, the 
Court announced that it would hold 
the matter under consideration 

It is generally conceded that pop- 
ularity manifested by Mr. Green 
through his petitions, and the fact 
that he has been active in civic and 
political circles for some time, vir- 
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The following historical sketch, which will be printed 
serially, tvas written by Margaret B. Harvey, and originally 
published in a volume issued by the Historical Society of 
Montgomery County in 1895. Entitled u Something About 
Lower Merion,'* it traces the history of the township from its 
beginnings to the 1890*s with many delightful digressions.

The road (Gulf) proceeds by several 
more old mills, and then passes 
through the creek by a ford, which, 
fortunately for the lover of the pic- 
turesque, has never been superseded 
by a bridge. As we are pedestrians, 
we will cross upon the board foot- 
walk, steadying ourselves by a log 
hand-rail. And now only a strip of 
woodland, but dense as the primitive 
wilderness, separates us from the 
dam, beside which is the tottering 
wall of the Dove mill, where was, at 
one time, manufactured all the Gov- 
ernment and bank-note paper, dis- 
tinguished by its water mark of a 
dove with an olive branch. Now the 
road emerges from its bordering 
woods, and passes into a stretch of 
green fields. But down the slope to 
the right, do you not see a wonderful 
collection of dark rocks, of strange, 
fantastic forms, overhung by clumps of 
cedars, daintily festooned by grave- 
vines? This remarkable bit of country, 
near the upper course of the Mill 
creek, covers several acres. It is 
called the Black Rocks: it is a para- 
dise of botanists and artists and a 
problem to geologists, but to the his- 
torian a spot of rare interest, in that 
it was the last Indian reservation in 
Montgomery county. 

The road now makes an abrupt 
turn, and, leaving the fields, ap- 
proaches another region of dense 
woodland. Standing back from the 
roadway, with only the creek and a 
meadow between, is another old stone 
mansion. This, in pre-Revolutionary 
days, was the residence of one Harri- 
son, the proprietor of a slave planta- 
tion; for little as we care to acknowl- 
edge it, human slavery once existed in 
Pennsylvania, and in Lower Merion. 
Harrison's ambition was to hold "a 
hundred niggers/' but he was never 
permitted to realize this, as the hun- 
dredth always died, leaving him but 
99. The soul of "Harrison's niggers" 
are said to haunt the whole Harrison, 
or as it is generally written, Harriton, 
domain. But the same house has other 
claims to distinction. Later it was 
occupied by Harrison's son-in-law, 
Charles Thomson. Secretary of Colo- 
nial Congress. This much relating to 
Thomson is well known; but it is not 
so generally known that he was the 
fir;iL American translator o( the Bible; 
that f!n: translation war. made in this 
iiuti-y.'.e Lower Morion mansion; that 

potion, is one 01 i!k- most accurate in 
exisUrnci*: and that he accomplished 
the task entirely unaided. 
From the same point of view. 



crowning a not-distant eminence, a 
height forming part of the semi- 
mountainous elevations near Consho- 
hocken, may be discerned yet another 
of these antique stone mansions, a re- 
markably fine one, which its present 
occupant, Wayne MacYeagh, has had 
the good taste to improve without de- 
stroying its old-time character. This 
was once the residence of the cele- 
brated Judge Richard B. Jones, the 
last survivor of the officers and crew 
of the frigate Philadelphia, taken 
prisoner by the Algerines. Later it 
was occupied by the Rev. Dudley 
Tyng, one of a family of advanced 
thinkers; Dr. Anita V. Tyng, of the 
same race, is today one of the most 
famous of women physicians. The 
present owners of Brookfield, as the 
place is still called, is no less dis- 
tinguished than his predecessors. 

Did we neglect to mention that one 
of William Perm's milestones, with 
three balls, still stands, here along the 
edge of the woods? Shall we enter the 
dense forest upon our left? If we do 
we shall find the low-walled Harriton 
family cemetery, filled with graves 
overgrown by wild flowers, and mark- 
ed by gray or brown stone tablets, 
with a few marble ones discolored by 
age. Here were interred the remains 
of Charles Thomson; from this little 
secluded burying ground his body was 
feloniously stolen by his non-Quaker 
relatives and carried to Laurel Hill. 
Here lie the bones of many of Thom- 
son's connections, of the Morris fam- 
ily, living members of which now 
possess nearly all of the land in the 
immediate vicinity. These same Mor- 
rises, with all those prominently 
known in Lower Merion and Phila- 
delphia, belong to the identical race 
which gave to the world, as well as to 
our country, the illustrous Robert and 
Gouveneur Morris. 



Busy Days at "Y" 

There is never a dull season at the 
Ardmore Y. M. C. A., according to

Letter to Editor 

RELATES HISTORY OF 

ROCKLAND AVENUE 

To the editor of Our Town: 

Why do our Borough Fathers hate 
Rockland avenue from Narberth ave- 
nue to the railroad? 

As you well know this road is a con- 
necting link between the north and 
south sides of the railroad. We have 
the VV> nnewood avenue crossing, the 
Narberth avenue crossing and the 
Rockland avenue crossing, and wild 
crying for one at Essex avenue — yet 
neglect and despise the one at our 
eastern border. Since the formation 
of our borough, to the writer's knowl- 
edge, some half dozen loads of ashes 
or used material from another road, 
dumped near the bridge, so that lives 
might not be unduly endangered, will 
about cover all the attention this road 
has ever received. 

The newcomers to our city may be 
interested in knowing just how that 
bridge at Rockland avenue happens to 
be there. It certainly is not indebted 
to our borough for its existence. So 
backward, turn backward, oh time, in 
your flight, and through its purpling 
mist, behold the Broadway Lim- 
ited, John Dickison, greatest of the 
Quaker soldiers and Statesmen, pass- 
ing title to 2aQ acres of land to one 
Jacob Morris, February 24, 1807. This 
tract roughly covered the section now 
bounded by Montgomery avenue, from 
Merion to tjaverford avenues, down 
Haverford to Wynnewod avenue, along 
Wynnewood avenue to Bowman ave- 
nue, out Bowman to Alerion avenue, 
and along Merion avenue to the place 
of beginning. Jacob Morris, al his 
death hi 1M7, gave all u\ this tract, 
with tin* t\ceptH>n oi the Anthwyn ■ 
l ; :iru'-- i;vu'.>n to \\'-< <!;ui -li ; cr, .Mary ; 
MrCh'iuchan, danghier-iii-luvi cf 'the j 
pal riot — Blair McOlcuachan, who ai 
various times owned Mt. Pleasant or 
Arnold House in Fairmount Park, 
Chew House in Germantown, and died 
at the John Roberts house along Mill 
Creek, 

Mary McClenachan had her farm 
for sale in 1847, when James Sullivan, 
a retired wholesale grocer from At- 
lanta, Ga., heard about it while stop- 
ping at the General Wayne to have 
his horse shod. He bought the farm 
and when the West Philadelphia 
branch of the Philadelphia and Co- 
lumbia Railroad was built between his 
house and barn in 1841), made the rail- 
road build him a bridge, and when he 
sold his northside lands in 18<tt to 
Charles S. Wood he reserved "there 
out the right of use of a lane or road 
oO feet wide to Merion avenue," where 
the lane is now used, "said right of use 
to be enjoyed by said James Sullivan 
and Charles S. Wood, owners of said 
respective premises, their respective 
heirs and assigns." Messrs. Sullivan 
and Wood, good men that they were, 
now wait the trumpet's call. Their 
heirs have no interest in Rockland 
avenue ,and their assigns look quietly 
at the road, where two rival political 
aristocracies have always met back to 
hack, with faraway looks in their eyes. 

This road, up to five years .ago, be- 
tween the bridge and Merion* avenue, 
was one of the worst in the State, but 
through the driving power of the Mer- 
ion Civic Association, the township 
fathers were made to fix it.

Pick Colonial Village 

For Military Academy 

CONTINUED PROM THE FIRST PAGE 

Hall and Old Congress Hall, with 
Old Congress Hall on the right 
and old City, Hall on the left, con- 
nected by cloisters. The central 
building will house the class 
rooms, administrative offices and 
reception rooms for cadets and 
guests. The wing buildings will 
each have accommodations for 
]50 cadets. A modern gymnasium 
will be a duplicate of Carpenter's 
Hall and the faculty houses will 
be reproductions of the Betsey 
Ross House, the Robert Morris 
House, the Chew House and the 
William Penn House. Under the 
plans submitted and accepted by 
the Board of Directors of the 
Academy, all future buildings of 
the institution will conform to 
this general plan of reproduction 
of noted historical buildings of 
Colonial days. 

Standing as these buildings will, 
on a high knoll, in the shadows of 
historic Valley Forge Park, and 
with the surrounding Colonial 
atmosphere of Colonial Village, 
the Academy is expected to prove 
one of the show places of the Main 
Line for those visiting America's 
historic shrines. 

Has Main Line Director. 

Details of the selection of a 
permanent site for the school have 
been under consideration for 
some time by the Board of Gover- 
nors of the Academy. The direc- 
tors include Major Milton G. 
Baker, Murdock P. Claney, J. 
Howard Mecke. Jr., and Charles 
S. Powell. The Board of Gover- 
nors are Brig. General Edward S. 
Shannon, Judge \V. Butler 
Windle, Col.'W.'S. Ourv. U. S. A., 
Dr. W. Herbert Burk and Col. 
Fred Taylor Pusey. 

The : plans delivered to the 
Powell Construction Company of 
Ardmore, call for fireproof con- 
struction throughout, built on 
brick and limestone trimmings 
earning out the Colonial idea, 
but with every modern conven- 
ience. The main building will be 
43 ft. x 120 ft. The dormitory 
wings will be separated from the 
main building by cloisters as is 
Independence Hall in Philadel- 
phia, and will be 38 feet x 220 
feet. The dormitory wings will 
also contain cadet store, barber 
shop, tailor shop, rifle range, stor- 
age rooms and locker space. There 
will be individual baths for each 
two cadet rooms. 

The gymnasium, which will conform 
to the general plan, will be 70 feet x 
120 feet, and will have an indoor track 
and will be used for indoor drills. The 
dining room, with a seating capacity 
of ;J50 at one time, will be in the main 
building. The gymnasium will be ad- 
jacent to the athletic field and parade 
ground. The power house will be 
alongside the Reading track, from 
which a private siding will be built. 

Following the ground breaking ex- 
ercises next week, construction work 
will be rushed so that the building may 
be turned over to the Board of Direc- 
tors September 1, preparatory to the 
reopening of the school two weeks 
later. 

The selection of a building plan 
calling for all school buildings to be 
duplicates of famous buildings of 
Colonial times was made by the Board 
of Governors of the school after the 
site adjoining Colonial Village had 
been decided upon. These buildings 
will blend naturally with the archi- 
tectural plan of the village, which is 
unique among American communities 
and already has attracted nationwide 
attention. 

In founding Colonial Village Mr. 
Mecke, who also is a member of the 
Board of Governors of the Valley 
Forge Military Academy, gave Colonial
